The writer begs leave tb enter his humble 


protest, M a citi/enof Newport and of 
Bbode Wind, against the part ta^en by tho 
Nawport delegation in the debate in the 
BOOM of representatives on the centennial 
bin. 
If they bad opposed the bill on consti- 


tutional grounds, or on economical grounds, 
or if they had been content with urging tho 
claims of the militia of the state to repre- 
sentation, it weald have been a very dif- 
ferat matter.
